PROBABLY OLDEST EDUCATIONAL INSTITUTE IN GEORGIA 


Before the Flames Ruined It. 


Nothing But Its Bare Walls Left.

The Chatham academy, which was 
turned tn Savannah on Saturday, was 
Probably the oldest educational institu- 
tion in the state. It was established in 
188 and was originally endowed from 
the proceeds of confiscated property and 
of the estates of British 
loyalists. 

The academies of Effingham, Liberty 
and Glynn were similarly endowed. There 
were not many tories in the colony of 
Georgia, but those whose estates were 
taken owned valuable property. Gov- 
ernor Wright and Lieutenant Governor 
Grahame were of this number. 

Prior to the revolutionary war Savan- 
nah had the finest schools in the colony, 
but the educational advantages were 
meager at the best. Private schools wf- 
fered about all there was to be had in 
the way of instruction. As a rule the 
When 
yar came with the mother country the 
schools were demoralized throughout the 
colony and especially in Savannah. 

At the opening of the present century 
(January 1. 1801) Chatham academy

WAS TRYING 10 BOARD STREET CAR 


| In Falling, Back of His Head Struck | 


Brick Pavement—Had Been a 
Fireman Five Years—State- 
ments About the Ac- 
cident. 


While attempting to board a trolley car 
vesterday morning, Carey B. Anderson, a 
hose wagon driver for fire company No. 
1, was thrown so violently to the ground 
that he died half an hour later from his 
injuries. 

The young fireman had just left his 
home, where he had partaken of break- 
fast with his mother, and was in the act 
of returning to the engne house on Ala- 
bama street when he met with the fatal 
accident. 

Mr. Anderson boarded with his mother 
at No. & Brotherton street. A few min- 
utes after 6 o’clock he left the house and 
walked towards Forsyth street to catch 
an incoming trolley car. 

Car No. 42 came around 
from Fatr street and as it turned into 
Forsyth, started down the grade. As the 
car neared Brotherton street the conduc- 
tor rang the bell for the 
stop, as a lady wished to get off. The 
motorman applied the brakes, but the car 
could not be controlled on account of the 
slippery condition of the tracks. 

Mr. Anderson stepped into the street to 
board the car while it was still moving 
rapidly. He reached out to catch hold of 
the handrail on the front of the car. He 
either slipped or missed the handrail. He 
on the head by the

was struck 


upon his back, his head ylolently striking 
the belgian blocks. 

The car was stopped, and the conductor 
Bb. F. Davis, and the motorman, C. B. 
Turner, with Police Officer Dukes, who 
was on the car, went back to take care of 
the wounded fireman. They found him 
unconscious and s@€riously hurt. Officer 
Dukes telephoned for the ambulance and 
Mr. Andersen was taken to the 
hospital, where he died thirty 
after the accident occurred. 

Mr. Anderson did not speak after he 
feil and died without ever regaining con-
